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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed October 3, 2005 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant alleges that "the hypothetical combination of Hussain and Howard fails 
to teach or suggest the claimed invention, in that there is no motivation of suggestion or suggestion to modify Hussain's system shut 
down technique to shut down a particular processor before the rest of the computer system". As discussed in the outstanding Office 
Action, Examiner does provide explicit motivation from Howard for providing a way to efficiently power down a computer system in a 
controlled sequence [col. 2, 1.56 - col. 3, 1.4]. Examiner respectfully submits that a power down sequence is an integral component of a 
computer system and that efficiency is desirable in any computer system. Additionally, the fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability. See Ex parte 
Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). Applicant alleges that "Office Action is improperly combining elements from 
Howard and Hussain in hindsight to derive the claimed invention". Examiner disagrees and submits that any judgment on obviousness is 
in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Examiner 
respectfully submits that it is well known in the art that a power down sequence is an integral component of a computer system and that 
efficiency is desirable in any computer system.. 
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
